| In Ethnic Art

Indonesian sarongs, swords, and puppets’ 
were exhibited last night as Dr. and Mrs. 
George Mueller discussed their experiences in 
Indonesia, where they spent five years. 


The ISA-sponsored discussion was illustrated 
by slides, films, and various objets d’art. The em- . 
‘ phasis was placed on Indonesian art, which, Dr. 
Mueller’ said, is “extremely diverse, since Indone- 
sia has been subject to many cultural influences,” 
The slides showed several colorful ceremonies 
including a village wedding, a Balinese -crema- 
tion, and a Javanese sacrificial procession. The 
island of Bali, “which is one-of the few places 
that live up to tourist propaganda” and Java, the 
most densely populated area in the world, “where 
the first thing that strikes the Westerner is the 
lack of uninhabited land”, were the scene of most 
of the exhibits, 


The objets d'art, which were described by 
Mrs. Mueller, varied from primitive pieces to mo- 
dern sculpture. Among these were the puppets 
used in traditional Indonesian plays, which often 
last all night and whose stories are the traditional 
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Gault Estate expropriation

The House will reconvenc to- 
morrow night to consider some 
of the government’s bills. 

Though the Liberal Govern- 
ment is two seats short of a ma- 
jority, a successful vote of non- 
confidence is unlikely. 

The possibility of a united 
Opposition vote is reduced this 
year, because of the demise of 
the independent Congress To- 
ward Canadian Maturity.

A Liberal trend is sweeping the Canadian campuses, Of the 
ten known results, six of these represent Liberal triumphs, two 
Conservative, and two NDP conquests, From Xavier College in 
Nova Scotia to the University of Saskatchewan in the West, the 
Grits have been making headway, To date, the Ontario vote is 


split between the Liberals and the NDP. At Western and U of T 
the Liberal victories were a close scrape and the governments 
formed, minorities U of T Liberals managed to win a “squeaker” 
from the NDP’s with a margin of two seats, Manitoba has one 
Conservative and one Liberal victory at Brandon College and the 
University of Manitoba respectively, Socred’s, NDP's, PC’s, and 
Liberals contested in the Model Parliament elections at Waterloo 
University College (as distinguished from the University of Wa- 
terloo) and the result was a “political upset”. For the first time 
on an Ontario campus, the NDP scored a success, Ryerson has 
added to this upset by also voting in an NDP government, It 
would seem the Left is getting a hold in Conservative territory. 


If campus politics can be taken as a reflection of the poli-: 


tical trend in the nation, then the national party currently in 
power can view this data as encouraging. One U of T student ex. 
pressed the opinion that campus politics do have a considerable 
influence, “Model Parliament debates definitely do produce re- 
sults, Many Issues supported by the Model Parliament are carried 
further particularly through lobbying provincial and federal 
representatives.” 


In coverage of the events leading up to elections and of the 
big day itself, the campus press publicized party platforms, cri- 
ticized student participation, presented the pros and cons of the 
entire practice, and, in some cases, went so far’as to back a 
particular party, 


Such was the case at Western where “the power of the 
press” was demonstrated when the student body, heeding the 
Gazette’s advice, elected in a Liberal government. One opinion 
suggested that such support of one party on the part of the stu- 
dent press would backfire in vote of rebellion. Obviously 
this was not the case, Students could not have minded this effort 
to swing their vote, Moreover, less than half the eligible voters 
participated in the elections. 


“All right ! which party stuffed the ballot boxes ?” This was 
one of the questions being asked before the counting of the bal- 
lots at the University of Saskatchewan, “Rumours were flying 
about stuffed ballot boxes and “borrowed' CUS cards.” Careful 
investigation followed and it was found that boxes had not been 
stuffed, “but there seems to have been some illicit voting.” 


The opinion of the Varsity toward the activity surrounding 
Model Parliament was one of disgust, 


"There was no finger pointing, no cross-fire of accusations, 
no incisive elucidation of outstanding questions in the Model Par- 
liament campaign debate, | ; 


There was no debate. 


Instead, four members of the audience pulled up their chairs 
in the Common Room for an informal discussion with three re- 


preserftatives of the Liberal, New Democratic and Communist : 


campus parties, 
No spokesman for the Conservative party appeared. 


‘In yet'another campaign debate, the four party leaders 
agreed student apathy was the noticeable feature of this year’s 
campaign. 


One student among the eighteen spectators jumped up du- 
ring the discussion on Ssaitiy and asked about a new campus 
party, the Abolish Model Parliament party.” Ç 


Surely in some’of these cases, university students could take 
a little more interest in something which could very easily relate 


_ to their lives after they graduate, And further, when they do take 


part, attempts to avoid becoming embroiled in petty futile argu- 
ments over procedural matters or in devoting their efforts to 
overthrowing the government with dictatorial “Troikas”, might

Alan Chodos ...... 
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A disustrous alternative 


There is a certain amount of confusion 
about the meaning of the words “liberal” 
and “conservative”, a confusion which helps, 
perhaps, to explain the anomaly of a con- 
servative resurgence among the youth of the 
‘United States. - : | 


A conservative, according to the basic 


definition of the word, is one who seeks 
to conserve or. retain that which exists; one 
who is generally for a maintenance of. the 
status quo; one who resists change of any 


drastic sort unless there is no other way. 


‘As applied to the current political situation, 
this definition implies that the true conserva- 
tives are in fact the liberals, because the 
established regime, the “status quo”, is surely 
a liberal one, and the accepted philosophy 
of government is based on principles which 
we commonly call liberal: namely, a fair 
degree of government involyement:. with 
economic matters, a predominance of the 
central over the state ‘authority, and a re- 


cognition that it is the duty of the govern- 


ment to be responsible, in part at least, for 
the well-being of the individuals therein. 
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From the other side of the mountain:

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Whom we call conservatives, then, are not 
conservatives in the true sense, but rather 
exponents of a political philosophy differing 
radically from the liberal one.. These con- 
servatives, and we continue to use the term 
for lack of a better, advocate less central 
government, more emphasis on states’ rights, 
and above all, a heavy reliance on free 
enterprise and on individual freedom in 
general. : 


This conservative movement is reactionary 
in the sense that it gains momentum from 
a profound opposition, or reaction, to the 
prevalent liberal philosophy. It is radical in 
that it puts forward a program which, if 
implemented, would violently alter the 
economic, political, and ideological tenor, not 
only of the United States, but of the entire 


. World. Stripped of its lunatic fringe and of 


emotional overtones, it is a strongly supported 
alternative to the existing political philosophy, 
calculated, among other things, to attract 
many young people who are weary of the 
liberalism that was so new and so necessary 
thirty years ago. 


The leading conservative in the United 
States is of course Barry Goldwater, an 
announced and active candidate for the 
Republican nomination. His wide support is 
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understandable, for he appeals to sentiments 


‘and ideals that are deeply rooted in American 


life. Unfortunately, the conservative philoso- 
phy, as he propounds it, can lead only to 
disaster if he is ever allowed to put it into 
effect. 3 


Conservatism is not a genuine solution to 
the problems of the United States, but merely 
an absolution of responsibility for those pro- 
blems. It does not attack any of the domestic 
matters which so desperately need attention 
— it ignores them. !t will not take any steps 
ta relieve unemployment, for that is the con- 
cern of free enterprise, free from government 
intervention; this despite the fact. that the 
free enterprise governments of the twenties 
led directly to the Great Depression of the 
following decade. . 


Nor will it adopt any measures to protect 
civil rights, since this is a matter for the 


‘individual states; this despite the knowledge 
that the states of the deep south will continue . 
. to oppress and degrade a large minority of

their population unless the central govern- 
ment intervenes. The principle of states’ rights 
in this case apparently takes precedence over 
the guarantee of individual freedom, which 
conservatives themselves proclaim as a basic 
tenet of their creed. . 


There is some need for a conservative 
movement in the United States, because even 
liberalism is not the perfect: way.to run a 
free society, and a balance must be struck 
between the two so that government may 
function most effectively. However, it Is 
abundantly clear that the American govern- 
ment cannot abdicate its present responsi- 
bilities to any significant degree, without 
seriously jeopardizing the welfare and se- 
curity of the entire free world. 


If Goldwater is elected president, may the 
Lord have mercy on us; for He will be our 
only hope of salvation.

Professor Brunet is Right 


As one could have expected, the brief of Professor Brunet aroused many reactions among 
the university students of Quebec, Naturally the reactions are different depending upon whether 
one comes from a French university or from McGill. In his article, Professor Brunet attacked, with 
considerable audacity, an explosive subject. He dealt at the same time, which the inferiority com- 
plex of the French-Canadians and with our demands for greater investments in the area of 


education, 


I know of no group which 
spends too much for its univer- 


- sities. There is no doubt that 


McGill could put to good use 


much greater. revenues. I am. 


even certain that these new 


* amounts will be assigned to vital 
‘needs by a university adminis- 


tration which has shown its com- 
petence, 


We must also recognize the 


. fact that the French Canadian 
. nation has profited by the expan- 


sion of McGill. Firstly because 
it was a challenge to our own 
university, and also because 
McGill is a factor of progress and 
culture through its research and 
material. Lastly, because it: has 
formed many of our French-Ca- 
nadian administrators and engi- 
neers, But in order to profit by 
McGill we have had to use a fo- 
reign language, that of the in- 
vader of 1760, the oppressor of 
1837 and the commercial partner 
(at best) .of today. 


McGill is therefore neither too 
rich nor useless for Quebec; it 
is too poor and very precious, 


but, and this is what Prof. Bru-. 


net pointed out, it is much richer 
than our. universities, and it is 
a foreigner to us, 


We are not trying to lower 
McGill;, we demand the elevation 


_ Of Montreal, Laval and Sher- 


brooke. This would imply the 
government’s revision of it policy 
of grants to universities, It can 
now no longer be a question of 
endowing all the universities of 
Quebec on an equal: basis. The 
grants policy must take into 
consideration the wealth of each 
university and the population 
which it serves. 


And, whether intentionally or 


not, McGill is far too rich and 
serving a smaller population. It

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A country's foreign policy, although influenced by many factors, must in the last analysis 
be one of survival. For Pakistan, sheer survival, as opposed to the continuance of a certain way 
of life or an ideology, is the overriding question. And yet, how much does ‘foreign policy’ mean 
to the average Pakistani who is primarily concerned with his own physical survival, that is, with 
eking out.a living for himself and his family. Those who fled from India in 1947 have some un- 
derstanding of the reasons for the existence of thelr country and the cries of the press about the 


dangers which Pakistan faces from India have some significance. 


Still however, the questions of 
SEATO and CENTO or of Kash- 
mir and China, problems which 
loom:s0o large in the minds of 
the elite, are inconsequential to 
the vast majority of the popula- 
tion. This is a fact which is true 
throughout most of the develop- 
ing countries; in spite .of this, 
some knowledge of the ‘hows’ 
and ‘whys’ of Pakistan’s attitude 
toward the remainder of the na- 
tion states of the world is neces- 
sary for an insight into the 
country, — | 


At this moment Pakistan is en- 
gaged in a complete reappraisal 
of her. foreign policy, not only

Pakistan’s world 
outlook is and has been much 
narrower than India’s. Although 
perhaps Pakistan would like to

This 
poses a severe problem not only 
in terms of internal security and 
national unity, but also in the 
area of foreign policy because 
questions important to the people 
of West Pakistan, such as Kash- 
mir and Pakhtunistan, a dispute 
between Pakistan and Afghanis- 
tan with regard to their common 
border and the tribesmen living 
in the area, do not appear so 
large in the eyes of the popula- 


tion of the eastern region and: 


vice versa. = 


Pakistan has long frontiers to 
defend as she shares borders 
with Afghanistan, Iran, Russia, 
China (through the Pakistan-held 


part of Kashmir) and India in © 
the west and with Burma and 
India in the east. Her coastlines 


are short and Pakistan is keenly 
aware of the fact that if India 
ever attacked her, defence would 
be difficult. The two main ports 
of Karachi and Chittagong could 


be blockaded easily; as well, no 


natural barrier exists to hinder 
passage from India into Pakistan 
along their western frontier, 


The level of a country’s eco- 


nomy influences its foreign poll- 
cy and in this field also, Pakis- 


tan’s outlook resembles that of: 


the other underdeveloped and 
heavily agricultural states. She 
is dependent upon sources abroad 
for raw materials, industrial pro- 
ducts and monetary assistance 
as well as for markets for her 
own produce. Partition left Pa- 


kistan with only minor industries, 
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even: worse in a dictation of 
foreign policy by the stronger 
party. 


Arbitrary Division 


The history of the subcontinent 
both before and after partition 
has played an important part in 
the shaping of Pakistan’s world 
outlook, The fact that a territory 
and a people that historically, 
geographically and economically 
were one were divided somewhat 
arbitrarily into two sovereign 
nation states, and. the circum- 
stances of that partition, and its 
consequences, made inevitable a 


certain amount of disharmony. 


between the countries thus creat- 
ed. Whether or not anyone could 
have predicted in 1947 the degree 
of bitterness that arose between 
India and Pakistan over the 
questions of the refugees, the 
Indus waters. and Kashmir to 
name only three, is futile specula- 
tion today. Suffice it to state 
at this point that Pakistan has a 
serious insecurity complex with 
regard to India; I would go so 
far as to say that the question 
of India colours every aspect of 
Pakistan's foreign policy. 


Pakistan is continually struggl- 


. ing to achieve some parity of 


recognition or equality of status 
with India. This is a result of 
the two-nation ‘theory on which 
the formation of Pakistan is 


justified. (The idea that the Mus- , 


lims and the Hindus each cons- 
tituted a nation and had the right 
to govern themselves. Pakistan 
based her claim to independence 
on this and not on the grounds 
of self-determination on which 
other new states have relied.) 
Pakistan fears that because many

Indians feel the division of the 
subcontinent was a mistake they 
will attempt to reverse partition 
or at least attempt to isolate 
Pakistan and keep her in a weak 
position so she can be dominated. 
As a result, Pakistan wants to 
achieve admission from India that 
partition. was inevitable and 
correct. The fact that Pakistan 
had to apply for admission to the 
United Nations while India re- 
mained a member only increased 
the feeling of inferiority which 
the new state. had to face when 
it was created, 


Kashmir 


The Kashmir question which 
is the most serious of the Indo- 
Pak disputes ‘assumes such great 
importance because it is an ex- 
tension of the two-nation theory. 
Pakistan fears that if the Indian 
occupation of Kashmir continues 
(India has not withdrawn any of 
its regiments from the area in 


_ spite of her border troubles with 


China), other nations will regard 
the issue as closed. During the 
summer a number of people 
mentioned the possibility of 
Pakistan attempting to grab 


Kashmir should India and China - 


become entangled in war again. 
Pakistan has made Kashmir 
especially and her problems with 
India generally the touchstone 
by which she judges the friend- 
ship or animosity of other na- 
tions towards her. This is un- 
fortunate beccause it limits her 
perspective on foreign policy and 
overlooks the fact that her pro- 


blems with India do not assume —

The book, itself, is a strange mix- 
ture ‘of English and French: serious 
discussion and attempts at jokes; in- 
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comprehensible logic and lucid ar- 
gument. Upon a single reading, one 
idea stands clear from the maze — 
the author is a formidable eccentric, 
vehemently opposed to bilingualism 
and separatism. 


And so we proceed to meet this 
interesting gentleman. 


Georges Bouchard, aged (surpris- 
ingly) sixty, looking a healthy forty- 
five, is a retired high school teacher 
and furniture dealer,-of French Can- 
adian origin. Contrary to the usual 
French Canadian author-prototype, 
Mr, Bouchard does not spout fire, 
refuse to be asked detailed ques- 
tions, or talk ceaselessly on the Que- 
bec problem. Rather,.he is a kindly 
individual, serene in manner, and 
willing to elaborate sincerely on the 
most intricate point to the best of 
his ability. 


Strangely enough, although M, 
Bouchard rails against bilingualism, 
his book is written in both French 
and English, and he, himself, is com- 
pletely fluent in both languages. But

this problem is only peculiar to the 
reader; to M. Bouchard, the solution 
is quite simple — he wanted every- 
one to understand his publication... 


We now proceed to investigate the 
reasoning behind M. Bouchard's 
stand against bilingualism. Again 
to the author it seems quite straight- 
forward. Apparently he feels that 
bilingualism is a tremendous handi- 
cap to the advancement of French 
Canada, and English should be the 


. only spoken language. Why? Be- 


cause for the French Canadian of 
average intelligence, two languages 
are one too many to learn; and in- 
stead of spending the instructive 
years of his life attempting to master 


a superfluous tongue, M. Bouchard ‘ 


feels that he should study the sub- 
jects necessary for him to enter into 
competition in a capitalist society — 
sociology, economics, accounting, and 
so forth. | 


English should be the only lan- 
guage taught in secondary schools, 
as M. Bouchard has found, the 
French language, which is seen as 
the unifying force in the Separatist 
movement, has lost its raison d'être. 
It has alienated the French Cana- 
dians from the rest of North Amer- 
ica, and has doomed them to medio: 
crity, since they look at their 
“Frenchness”, their isolation, as a 
way of life. 


And, due to this, M.. Bouchard 


feels that the French culture is ab- 


ortive. Rather than find a true philo- 
sophy of their own, such as could 
be provided by Catholicism, the 
French Canadians have adopted “le 
mythe de la culture française”, 
which can only lead to separateness 
and unneeded friction. .

The author of Showdown is strong- 
ly opposed to any'type of friction, 
whether it be in Southern United 
States, or French Canada. He is an 


. advocator of Universal Brotherhood, 


and all minorities. As he enthusiast- 
ically proclaims, his castigation of 
French Canadians is not due to hate, 
but rather to an intense love, 


To prove the above points he 
cites his chapter on Canadian Jew- 
ry, which was written to celebrate 
the anniversary of the first Cana- 
dian Jewish family in Canada, the 
Harts. He remarks that, in reality, 
the Jews are the inspirers of his 
book, a people which he greatly ad- 
mires for their “permanent way of 
life, their love-of work, their broad- 
ness of mind and their unity.” For 
M. Bouchard, they are worthy ex- 
amples for the French. He only 


Wishes that one day they will ac- -- 


knowledge the Messiah. 


As for the attempted humour in 
his book, M. Bouchard points out 


that it was inserted at the end of. 


each chapter as a sort of “dessert”. 
Since the greater part of the work 
is of a highly serious nature, he felt, 
in writing, that a lightening touch 
was needed — thus, the jokes, puns, 
and various sidetracks. 


How far M. Bouchard has succeed- 
ed in the presentation of his case 
only be seen through a careful 
scrutiny of his book, (preferably 
omitting all-so-called humour); and 


although the gentleman's intentions: 


are surely honourable, (after all he 
has given away 4,000 copies of his 
book, and: only sold 800), whether 
this would be worth the effort, is 
highly questionable.
